AUTHORIZATION AND MISSION STATEMENT OF THE 
OFFICE OF NATIONAL NA RCOTICS INTELLIGENCE 


1» On July 27/ 1972/ President Nixon issued Executive . 
Order 11676/ directing that there be established within the 
u»S. Department of Justice an Office of National Narcotics 
inLGlligen.ee (ONNI) » . Tne Order assrgned to the Director of 
ONN-L Lhe responsibility for developing and maintaining a 
National Narcouics Intelligence System for use In conjunction 
with Government measures aimed at: . (a) restricting the • 
illegal .clow Oi. narcotics rrom aoroad; (b) strengthening 
domestic law enforcement activities of Federal,. State and 
local agencies in the narcotics area; (c) initiating • 

pj. oghams for drug aouse prevention/ education/ treatment ' 
and rehcoxlitation . Issuance or the Executive Order was 
followed by an appropriation reguest which the President 
L-j.ansmic.ted l-o chs Congress specifying that the mission of 
ONNI is "to coordinate the determination of narcotics . 
intelligence requirements and the collection/ analysis and - 
d-cssermuxation of narcotics Intelligence rrom both overseas ■ 
and domestic sources." . ' • 

2. The President's directive confirms that the 
narcotics intelligence effort of the United States is . . 
a national '-responsibility of high priority. Other 
agencies of the U.S. Government are directed to make 
available to the Director of ONNI information/ assistance 
•and services which are pertinent to the development and 
maintenance of the National Narcotics Intelligence System. ' 
The Order further provides that the Director of ONNI may 
call -.upon .State arid local agencies for such information. 

The Director is also authorized to furnish narcotics 
intelligence to Federal./ State and local officials' who ' 
are found to have an official need for it.

(b) Conduct a continuing review of overall U. S „ " 

. narcotics intelligence with a view to identifying 
.significant gaps and deficiencies, -as the basis ’ 
ro^ tae undertaxing or measures to strengthen the 
U» S • narcotics intelligence effort. \ 


(<=) Monitor and coordinate the requirements ' for and 
..the analysis, production, and dissemination of 
foreign and domestic narcotics intelligence and 
related information, to insure that. the intelligence 
product meets the needs of Federal, State and ^ local ' 
officials having operational, planning and policy- 
maxing responsibilities in the narcotics field. 

OiSTNI will discuss with originating agencies the 
requirements for protection of their narcotics 
intelligence sources' and methods and will insure 
that necessary safeguards are applied. 

(d) Consult with State, county and municipal, agencies 
with a view to increasing their capabilities in the 
collection, analysis and exchange of narcotics 
intelligence. In those, instances involving matters 
falling s wi thin the responsibility of a Federal 
department or agency, this consultation will be 
e.uxected oy 017 NX chrougn tne established channels 
o*- chat department or agency.
